We once more congratulate our rea~ 
ders upon the return of the venerable 


festival of Christmas! In far Cathay 
it comes to us in asomewhat different 
shape from that which it assumes in our 
Western homes. We associate the cel- 
ebration in the mother country with 
family gatherings and Christmas boxes, 
with children home for the holidays; 
illustrated newspapers, and georgeous 
pantomimes. Recalling the Christmases 
we have spent in England we perceive 
acuriously confused mass of indistinct 
impressions. Bills, snap-dragon, the 
ojitstretched hands of servants claiming 
tuities, and the glittering transform. 
ation scenes of Beverley are blended 
withavariegated recollections of church- 
going, mistletoe and poor relations. 
Here the manner of keeping the 
Yuletide holiday differs from the me- 
thod adopted in occidental countries. 
‘The favourite plan is to go up-country 
and shoot pheasants or pig, in order to 
avoid the somewhat tumultuous socia- 
bility of the entertainments in the Set- 
tlement ; but a goodly array of persons 
remain and eat and drink in company, 
and recall old days and early Christ. 
mases when they first arrived in China 
younger in hope and sounder in liver 
than they are now. Beneath the roof 
trees of many an old “compradoric” 
hong a very fair representation of the 
gatherings at home is produced, and we 
must frankly add that several draw- 





backs that mar the Christmas in Eng- 
land are not to be found in Shanghai,

‘We have better weather, cheaper food, 
and fewer taxes onthe purse. Still, 
the commemoration has higher thoughts 
and more engrossing associations than 
any other festival possesses. 

A recent writer on the subject we 
are now considering observes,— The 
popular saying ‘Christmas comes but 
once a year,’ is not so much of 2 mere 
traism as it appears at first sight. In 
fact so long as the old and new styles 
continued in’ practical rivalry, which 
was the case in England from 1753 
until the close of George the Third’s 
reign, there were two Christmases 
yearly, because old-fashioned people 
insisted on celebrating the fast at 
‘Twelfth-tide, without, however, refusing 
to take part in the earlier commemora- 
tion. Even still a few Almanacks mark 
January 6th as old Christmas Day, but 
it is more than doubtful whether it is 
now kept anywhere in this wise, and 
the special observance of Twelfth-Night 
itself asa popular festival has almost 
entirely disappeared since the last 
generation. 

The sense in which the old saying 
cited above is not a truism, is that 
Christmas is the only Church Festival 
which has succeeded in rooting itself so 
thoroughly in the hearts and minds of 
the people as to be of universal accept- 
ance.” 

Tn ancient times- it was a revel, 
wherein the great and wealthy extended 
some of the blessings they had carned 
and inherited to their poor neighbours. 
Our day seeks to relieve suffering uot 
by spasmodic bursts, but by regulated, 
organized consideration for those less 
fortunate than ourselves. Yet we have 
not outlived the necessity of a celebra- 
tion like this. There are lessons of 
kindliness, comprehensiveness and cha- 
rity (in the higher sense of the word 
than mere almsgiving) of which we all 
stand much in need. Theso are en- 
forced by the spirit of the Time, 
in a very gonial and emphatic way. 
The columns of a newspaper are not 
perhaps the pages in which a homily 
on the higher duties can be enforced, 
‘but yet we should feel ourselves remiss 
in our duty if we did not allude, once 
a year at least, to the topics that ocoupy 
the thoughts of all men moré or less 
at this season. Our own work is cer- 
tainly as absorbing as that of any other 
labourer, and therefore we claim our 
rest on the world’s great holiday. Let 
us, however, be allowed fora brief space 
to seek a more friendly association than 
the mere business tie that connects us 
with our renders, and to ask them to 
accept our cordial and sincere good 
wishes, wishes that though deadened 








apparently by periodical repetition have 
in some sense a perpetual freshness 
like that of the glossy leaves of the 
holly: A Merry Cnristuas, and a 
Harey New Year!

We are in- 
formed, however, that objection lias been 
mado that these gentlemen did not follow 
the line of paper at the finish, 

We have received a further letter from 
“Liberal,” going more fully into the 
Missionary question, raised by ~corres- 
ponilence in our columns some weeks ago 5 
but we have advised the writer to withdraw 
it, on the ground that it would probably 
lead to acrimonious discussion that is better 
avoided. 

An ingenious contrivanco las been fixed 
up in tho Club, for giving alarm to the 
several Police Stations in case of fire in 
the neighborhood. Inside a locked cise is 
an instrument connected with the telegraph 
wires on the Bund. By turning a handle, 
acertain number of strokes aro rug on 
the bells at tho differont Stations—this 
number indicating the neighborhood from 
which the alarm is given, In caso the key 
of the case should be not readily obtain- 
able, it,is possible to gain access to’ the 
handle by smashing a piece of plate glass 
in its front, 

We publish below the result of an en- 
quiry, held at Messrs. Russell & Co.’s 
office on Friday last, into the burning of 
the steamer Moyune. It seems to have 
been impossible to arrive at any satisfactory. 
conclusion regarding tho accident. ‘The 
infereiices drawn from the evidence taken, 
were—that the fire did not o1 nate from 
the furnace of the donkey-boiler, nor in 
the coal bankers; but imust have arisen from 
some accident.in or near the Iamp-room, 
No suspicion of malice suggested itself, 1r « 
could any neglect be traced. 

‘The str. Appin arrived on the 19th inst. 
from ‘Tientsin, thus completing twenty trips 
between Shanghai ‘and that port during 
the year. ‘This equals her performance of 
last year, aud exceeds that of any other 
steamer on the line. ‘The fact is not at- 
tributable to her being a fast boat, as there 
are steamers which ply on the same route 
that can distance her, but seems due to 
energy on the part of her commander 
and agents, and general good management, 

We publish elsewhere the whole of the 
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correspondence which has passed between 
the Consul-General and the French Coun- 
cil, from which our readers will sce 
gy that the Council continued to oppose 

the project of a meeting, even after a 

majority of Electors had asked that one 

should be called. The Consul-General, 
however, very properly insisted that the 

Public could not be denied the right of 

discussion’ claimed ; and a meeting was 

called accordingly. ‘These letters will 
hardly lessen the surprise our readers will 
have felt, at the disinclination of the Coun- 
cil to have a public discussion, We hare 
always understood a Municipal Council to 
bo a representative body, delegated to 
carry out the popular wish; and the 
members of the French Council accept 
this position in one paragraph of their 
letter, Yet they not only persist in a 
course of action to which they admit the 
majotity of the Electors are hostile ; but 
desired to prevent the latter expressing 
an opinion on a matter which they have 
aright to decide. Fortunately the Consul- 

General took a more just view of the case. 

Wo regret that. the illness of all. our re- 

porters prevents us from giving more than 

avery brief and imperfect précis of the 
proceedings at the meeting. It will be seon 
that after along disoussion a proposal by 

‘Mr. Voison was eventually carried, to the 

effect that covered Wharves be disallowed 

in front of the lower Bund; that no 
wharf be allowed to be built except on 
iron piles, 10 centimetres in circumference, 
and the wharf now being built by Messrs. 

Butterfield and Swire be removed. 

‘We hear that before the meeting, Mr. 
__ Loroy tendered to the Consul-General his 
resignation of his position in the Council. 

He had felt bound to support the position 

taken by the Council, but finding himself 

in opposition to the public, whom he had 

been elected to represent, he prefered to 

ire, aud after the Meeting. We are 

.d that Rev. A. Aymeri and Mr. 
Mackintosh also resigned their seats. 

‘A caso of some interest, came before 
the hearing of the Mixed Court on 
‘Tuesday, which, judging by the crowd 
of spectators, seems to have been the 
subject of no little excitement amongst 
our native friends. ‘The anxiety to hear 
and to see was 80 general that not only 
were the inmer and outer courts densely 
packed, but the Maloo opposite the Yamen 
twas also rendered impassable by the crowds 
of sightseers. At 12 a.m, on Monday, a 
young girl in the first bloom of womanhood, 
dressed in full bridal costume, was to be 
seen being conveyed up the Malo on a 
wheel-barrow, escorted by some hundreds 
of idlers, to the Court. With her showy 
rod dress and her hair loosely knoted above 
her head—tho inevitable accompaniments 
of nuptial ceremonies—the sight, while well 
sufficient to attract the attention of the 
curious at the time, also gave due notice 
of coming events on the morrow. Hence 
probably the unusual: crowd yesterday. 
Tt would appear that a compradore of one 
of the large firms in Shanghai rejoiced in the 
possession of several wives, one of which, a 
second one, is stationed at Shanghai, the 
others, three or four in number, being lo- 
cated at his native place, Canton, ‘The com- 
pradore Jhas been for some time staying at 





























Foochow and during his absence his second 
consort took upon herself to affiance an 
only foster-daughiter—the young lady in- 
troduced above—to a Play Actor, by name 
Yang-yeh-len. The bride was delivered 
over on Monday last, and the mother om 
the same day also packed up a quantity of 
goods and chattels, and followed her 
daughter. ‘Tho affair was conducted with 
considerable secrecy, but quickly came to 
the knowledge of several friends of the 
absentee, who through the Canton guild, 
remoustrated in full force to the Mixed 
Court Magistrate against the action. War- 
rants were in due course issued, and yes- 
terday the culprit Yang-yeb-len brought 
forward for examination. It then came 
out that there were several wheels within 
wheels below the surface, which gave the 
case a very grave coloring. The mother, 
it would seem, possessed, herself, a partiali- 
ty for the gay deceiver, which, however, 
was not fully returned ; and in order to 
make up for her own shortcomings she 
stipulated to throw her daughter into the 
bargain, ‘the quantity of material pro- 
perty which she took from her hus- 
band’s domain is also supposed to have 
formed part of the compact. His Worship 
Chen considered the matter too grave to 
be dealt with at the Mixed Court, and tl 
case has been transferred to the City Ma- 
gistrates. 

On Monday last, certain facts were re- 
vealed at the Mixed Court, which tended to 
throw a light on what has, during the past 
week, been rather a dark subject. Briefly, 
the case stands thus :—A coolie, formerly in 
the employ of the Gas Company, but lately 
relieved from his duties for honesty (1), 
has been busily engaged in stealing from 
the streot lamps—those of the Bund more 
particularly—the mercury in the governors, 
tho consequenée being that $11 worth of 
this material has been. stolen, thereby 
causing the lamps to go out almost im- 
mediately after they were lit, for which 
the Municipal Council have thought fit 
to fine the Gas Company about §9, 
and at the same time the gas has been 
escaping at another loss of $13. All the 
Bund lamps (28) were out on Friday 
night last, and the Manager of the Gas 
Company was nearly driven wild from 
this fact, and the complaints from 
Bund lot-holders.” ‘The rascal got, at the 
Mixed Court yesterday, through Dr. Yates 
fully explaining the nature of the theft, 
three months’ eangue at the Bund lamps, 
and to be periodically chained to the p 
he had visited on his “mercurial” tri 
‘The most singular part of this deed was 
that it all took place during broad daylight, 
and in view of the police, the latter gen- 
tlemen presuming that as an employée of 
the Company, the culprit was performing 
his duties, We sympathize with the ma- 
nager, who has borne with impunity, a 
heavy load of blame, which for tho time 
being did not come within his power to 
prevent. 

From Hoxcxoxc we learn that the 
U.S. steamers Froquois and Monocacy 
arrived on the 13th.—Admiral Parrott paid 
an official visit to Government House on 
the same day.—The flag of Rear-Admiral 
Jenkins, on board the U. S. 8, Hartford, 


























was saluted on the 12th inst., at 11 am., 


and then hauled down; after which the 
flag of Rear-Admiral Parrott was hoisted, 
and also saluted. Two hours after, the 
new Admiralsaluted the British flag, which 
salute was returned. The flag also of the 
Russian Admiral was saluted, and likewise 
returned.— A cricket match between Bache- 
lors and Married men has resulted in an 
easy victory for the former. 

By the China we have have dates to the 
16th instant. A discussion is still going 
on as to the advisability of introducing the 
teaching of Christianity into the Govern- 
meut schools, ‘These schools have done 
and are still doing an immense deal 
towards the enlightenment of the natives, 
and we think, with the Daily Press, that 
it would be a mistake to run the risk of 
many of the children being withdrawn, as 
would likely be the cass were the purely ° 
secular character of the teaching changed. 

The China Mail has an article headed 
“Honour” on the subject of gentle 
men “sneaking into public performances 
without paying.” We think we have seen, 
aud heard this matter commonted on 
before.—The Gazette publishes a notifica- 
tion, appending a note from the Captain 
General of the Philippine islands, to the 
effect that the Ports of Legaspi in Albany, 
Island of Luzon, and Tacloban, in the 
Island of Leyte, have been declared open 
for Commerce in general for importation 
and exportation,—The strs. Sarpedon and 
Dewcalion left Singapore on the 13th inst, 

Kr0x1ano is now beginning to show slgat 
of recovery in tho shape of municipal 
improvements, from the wretched stato 
in which the rebels loft it, Last yoar 
some Tis, 25,002 were expended on 
tho embankment and the Chentai’s Ya- 
ten, and this year Tis. 16,000 have 
been granted for the erection of « yamen 
for the departmental examiner (Literary); 
in addition to which a handsome temple 
is being completed near the pagoda. ‘The 
ofiicial buildings aro paid for out of the 
Likin fund, aud the temple by subsorip- 
tion. Eleven small gunboats have been 
launched, and appeared to be for the main- 
tenance of order on the river, and preventive 

ervice work.—The troops have taken to 
the European drill, though they have not 
quite abandoned the bow and gingall. 
An English missionary has just returned 
from the western part of the province, 
where he seems to have been well troated 
by all but the officials, One magistrate 
refused to see him on terms of equality, 
because his passport described him as a 
Bin jen—one of the bourgeoisie, who are 
nover admitted on equal terms into the 
official presence.—It is stated that the 
Catholics have succeeded in getting the 
mandatins to rebuild the chapel destroyed 
by themobinthe Fuchow prefecture of this 
province.—Our community has been in- 
creased by the addition of two missionaries 
from the States. 

‘The Monthly Meeting of the HrocoMuni- 
cipal Council was held on the 12th instant, 
when it was decided to light the streets in 
the Concession with gas, at a cost of $2.50 
per 1,000 cubic feet.

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‘THE MANCHU DYNASTY. 

‘Tus present state of political affairs in 
China is imperfectly comprehended even 
by residents, and by consequence only 
dimly apprehended’ by the European 
world. Weare ina state of twilight. 
‘The excitements tliat rumours of change 
and peril created, have died out, and a 
curious period of stagnation is the re- 
sult. The courts and cabinets of Eu- 
rope, reasoning by the light of Western 
courts and cabinets, are disposed to set 
an exceptional value on the concession 
of the audience right, and possibly to 
misunderstand its real meaning. A 
China correspondent of the Cologne Ga- 
elle has repeated the opinion which was 
stated here at the time, that Japan 
forced on the settlement of the ques- 
tion; and be adds the rather startling 
intelligence that “the Mantchourian 
Dynasty is favourably inclined to 
foreigners.” Now we have watched 
Chinese polities pretty closely for some 
years, but we fail to see any indication 
of this leaning. Every treaty which 
has been obtained from the Govern- 
ment, has been extorted by force. When 
the pressure has been temporarily with- 
drawn or relaxed, the mandarins 
have tried to evade carrying 
out the stipulations in their truc 
spirit. The Burlingame mission, 
now happily almost forgotten, was a 
transparent imposition, and au attempt 
to throw dust in the eyes of Western 
nations. The audacity of the scheme 
was so great that at first its trae motive 
‘was not recognized ; but now we con- 
“eoive the Press all over the civilized 
world understands that it was not the 
expression of a craving for the boons of 
Christianity and the enlightenment of 
science, but an artifice to stand still, 
while appearing to move forwards. 
The truth is, that the present Rulers 
of China are as much in love with pro- 
gress as the Count de Chambord is, 
and no more; whereas the people are 
convinced, by this time, that their inter- 
ests areidentical with those of foreigners; 
and wherever they are allowed to come 
in contact with us, as they are at the 
Treaty Ports, they exhibit a disposition 
to adopt our improvements and to get as 
much as they can by mutual intercourse. 
The Cologne Gazette offers another 
suggestion which is calculated to find 
favour at home, but which we hardly 
imagine to have a basis of solid fact. 
‘We read that, if an unfortunate war 
were rashly engaged in by the reign 
ing house, the result would be a purely 
Chinese Dynasty. The European 
reader, fresh from the perusal of the 
weary tale which had its epilogue at 
Sedan, is pleased to think this likely. 
It is natural that a Government with 
a precarious grasp of the sceptre should 
find that grasp relaxed by the heavy 
blow that a national disaster would 
give; and if China were France or 
Germany, we might suppose it pos- 
sible for the conquered people to rise 











and oust their conquerors. But the 
conditions of things are altogether 
peculiar here,“and we do not contem- 
plate such an event as is predicted. 
‘Phe great satraps Li or Tseng have 
been often spoken of as possible pre- 
tenders to the Throne, but there is no 
evidence that either the one or the other 
ever contemplated so perilous a venture 
‘as a clutch at Empire would be. 

In Japan we know there is a war 
party and a peace party, but Coren and 
not China is the country- menaced. It 
is in the highest degree improbable 
that the Mikado would attempt to en- 
gage ina war with this country with 
an empty exchequer, and untried army, 
unless in the case of some strong pro- 
vocation, which is unlikely to arise. 
We are assured that neither the Eu- 
ropean powers or the United States will 
draw the sword except under similar 
pressure ; and therefore the unfortu- 
nate war ending in a resumption of 
power by a purely Chinese Dynasty is 
‘a remote contingency. The Mantcha 
‘Throne may resemblo the “gate” in 
Julian Hawthorne's novel—“a rattle. 
boned affair, hanging fecbly between 
two grandfatherly old posts which hy- 
pocritically tried to maintain an air of 
solidity though perfectly aware that 
they were well nigh rotted away at the 
base.” But it will probably Inst for a 
long time yet. 








BRITISH BURMA. 


mm. 
in Shanghai have certainly 
something to congratulate themselves 
on, when comparing the sanitary condi- 
tion of the Settlement with that of the 
towns of British Burma, In many 
respects, as we have shown, the centra- 
lised form of the goverment of the 
province has worked for good, but the 
same meed of praise cannot be extended 
to the sanitary regulation of the large 
towns. We might go further and, 
quoting the “Report on the Sanitary 
Administration,” remark that here the 
government has egregiously failed, and 
that the state of affairs hinted at, rather 
than fully expressed, in the reports of 
the medical officers is simply a disgrace 
to any administration. More, that the 
warning given to the medical officers, 
that they are not to suggest improve- 
ments which they know the local go- 
vernments have not at the moment the 
funds to carry out, is certainly unwise 
to say the least of it, and marks rather 
a desire to burke investigation, than a 
wish to amend. Foremost of the re- 
ports is a gossipy production from the 
medical officer at Akyab. The officer 
Inments the good old times when the 
Commissioner, Sir Archibald Bogle, 
“reigned supreme in Arakan, when all 
the convicts who were then lodged in 
this jail obeyed the Commissioner, and 
did such public works as Sir Archibald 
thought would benefit tive station.” “In 
those days of energy,” adds our gossip, 
“there was but litte wiiting, but there 
was muchreal work.” Atalleventsdrains 





were made and some pretence at sani- 
tary regulations attempted, which in 
these degenerate days we are given to 
understand have all been given up. 
No wonder therefore that fever jy 
rampant at Akyab, and that nearly nine 
out of every thousand of the population 
died of cholera during the year. The 
medical officer does not believe in mal-° 
aria or in fever germs, never having 
seen either, but if there be such a thing 
he holds that cholera is decidedly a 
malarious disease, and to be treated in 
avery similar manner, Tho shade of 
demarkation between these diseases 
have not hetherto met with the scien- 
tific treatment’ to which they are euti- 
tled. “ But,” adds the officer, “so long 
as a religious public expects young 
clergymen to make themselves ainiable 
at tea meetings and croquet, or the 
clients, not the truc patients of a phy- 
sician, expect him to waste his time in 
making polite calls, which by reason of 
demoralizing uselessness verge on 
Sycophancy, so long will the thinking 
part of mankind fail to give the 
ministers of religion and of medicine 
the deep respect which is accorded 
to successful soldiers, merchants, 
Jawyers, engineers, and the high and 
independed lights of an established 
church.” The doctor bas his own 
treatment for cholera, which may 
be explained in a few words, 
In the first stage the patient, though 
cold without, is burning within, and is 
afflicted with thirst, and cannot) bear 
covering, Don't try to stop the 
disease, but help it on by letting him 
drink cold water, soda water sherbet, 
or any other mild liquid at hand; give 
him occasional does of quinine, and if 
convenient take him out of the house 
into the open air, say under a tree, and 
inflict him with no more clothing than 
he feels disposed for. This treatment 
he promises will shortly restore ciren- 
lation and perspirations. ‘The sa- 
nitary condition of Akyab is of 
the ‘worst. Situated in an island 
at the confluence of two rivers flowing 
into the Bay of Bengal, and being 
in great measure alluvial in its forma 
tion, it is such a place-as without pre- 
cautions becomes subject to malarious 
fevers. The inhabitants for the most 
part live in bamboo sheds placed about 
three or four feet apart. There are no 
drains or latrines, public or private. 
Except a few of the best streets, the 
other means of communication are im. 
passible, so that carts cannot enter to 
remove night-soil or other impuritics, 
Add to this, the inhabitants depend for 
water on wells or tanks surrounded by 
accumulations of filth of every des- 
cription; that Jabour is dear, and. that 
the population is invaded every year by 
crowds of labourers from Chittagong, 
towards whose lodging uo arrange- 
mencs, sanitary or otherwise, seem to be 
thought of; and we geb an idea of the 
eanses which have made Akyab 
notorious for its unhealthiness. Yet 
for suggesting improvements the medi- 
cal officer is blamed, because he did 
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not travel, ont of his department to 
explain’ the political reasons why 
nothing had been done. True it may 
be that the inhabitants who had 
[teadily opposed for years the introduc. 
‘tion of « Municipal Act into the town 
wore greatly: to blame, but it was cer 
tainly the surgeon's duty to point out 
what was the requirements of the 
town, not at whose expense they were 
to be accomplished. Nor is Rangoon 
mach hetter than Akyab. ‘The popula- 
tion is crowded and the streets narrow, 
and drainage deficient. Water is 
obtained from tanks and wells, situated 
in the midst of a crowded population, 
the water rendered impure from perco- 
lation through the soil, from the ad- 
mission of surface water and street 
sweepings, and from the necessity of 
using it for washing the clothes aud 
persons of the inhabitants, owing to no 
other provision being made. ‘The 
medical officers, deterred by past ex- 
perience, adds, “We are willing to do 
‘a great deal; the proposals for im- 
provement have been many, and a 
willing eav bas been lent to all, but 
fhe answer invar‘ably is, ‘Where is 
the. money to’ come from?’ It is, 
therefore? hejconcludes, “of little use 
to record wha} has been recommended.” 
‘What has beéh done seems equally ex- 
traordinary with what has been left 
undone, ‘The Sanitary Administration 
reports,—“ A proper system of con- 
servancy has commenced by closing 
cesspits in some of the central parts of 
the town, and establishing night-soil 
carts, the cost of which has been borne 
in part by private contributions. It 
has boon tried to throw the night-soil 
into the river, but as the river is, at 
low water, a considerable distance from 
the main road, which runs parallel to 
it, and as there are no roads leading 
from the main road to the river, the 
carts often could not be got sufficiently 
near the banks to allow of their contents 
being emptied into the stream; the con- 
sequence was, it must be confessed 
a nuisance against which many peo- 
ple complained.” We must say wo 
quite agree with the many people, 
and we quite understand why the 
medical officer gave up reporting as 
a useless waste of ink and paper. 
At Bassein, after this, the Town Sur- 
geon adds that the Chinese inhabitants, 
to whom he apologises for former re- 
marks, were really the ouly people who 
have contrived io keep their houses 
clean, We have no great belief in the 
cleanliness of the Chinese race, but after 
these details; and we have not given the 
worst parts of them, we cannot wonder 
at the sprend of epidemic disense in 
British Burma, How soon im- 
provement is to come we may form 
an opinion from the report of the 
Deputy Commissioner at Tavoy re- 
marking on the medical officer’s dis- 
patch. “The improvements to the wells 
will be proceeded with as funds 
available, A hand-cart will he made, it 
is expected, now shortly, when the pri- 
soners in the new Jail will be capable 








of constructing one.” Meanwhile Tavoy 
wells and air are left to take care of 
themselves. Cholera, as has been stated, 
constituted a severe epidemic at Akyab. 
Te also was epidemic, though not to the 
same extent, at Rangoon. Dengue 
fever prevailed toa large extent, as it 
did also in certain parts of China about 
the same time. The disease was marked 
by much the same symptoms, and was 
seldom or never fatal, though leaving 
marked constitutional effects behind. 
The statistics of births and deaths in 
Barma are notoriously defective, as is 
acknowledged in the Report; there is 
therefore no need of attempting to 
reason on them, but fever is, in the 
majority of cases, returned as the imme- 
diate cause of death. 





THE BUND FRONTAGE. 


Tue correspondence which we published 
last week, between the Municipal Council 
and the Treaty Consuls, is rather unsatis- 
factory. Weset aside the merit of the 
particular question raised; it is imma- 
terial whether the Council’s view as to 
the probably effect of the new wharf 
was correct, or otherwise. What is un- 
satisfactory is, that they failed to obtain 
a hearing for their remonstrance. They 
do not attempt to prejudge the case, 
and say the wharf must necessarily be 
stopped. ‘They only say: we are advised 
by our Engineer that the influence of 
the new wharf would probably be de- 
trimental to the river channel and to 
our bund line; we beg therefore that 
steps may be taken to delay the work 
until this opinion can be verified or 
negatived. They appeal in the first 
instance to the ‘Treaty Consuls, as a 
representative body; but are repelled 
by them on two grounds: First, because 
the work in question has received the 
approval of H. M. Consul and the 
Chinese Authorities; second, on the 
plea that “the Consuls collectively 
canuot well deal with individual cases 
of the sort. They may as a body take 
steps to establish a Bund line or to 
make rales for the care of a river, but 
the enforcement of such rules or system 
must inevitably rest with the several 
officers (? Consuls) and the native 
authorities.” We do not see the in- 
evitability. The fact that individual 
action had already been taken in this 
case, by one member of their body, per- 
haps made them feel delicacy in in- 
terfering in this particular instance; 
and restrained them to the opinion 
implied in their expression of belief 
that reference to H. M. Consul “ would 
be altogether likely to serve the re- 
quirements of the situation.” But 
in principle it seems to us that the 
‘Treaty Consuls form a natural Court of 
appeal in such acase. The river chan- 
nel does not interest exclusively any 
one nationality ; its maintenance is im- 
portant to all; and any question affect- 
ing it should be considered by the 
Consuls, as a representative body. 

Still less can we agree in the logic 
of Mr. Medhurst’s letter. It does not 





at all follow, because the “ sanction of 
the Chinese Authorities” was obtained 
to the scheme, that it is a desirable 
one; or that it should not be reconsid- 
ered in the face of weighty objection. 
‘That this sanction was obtained through 
“the usnal official channel” is no, rea- 
son why the Council's request for delay 
and reconsideration should not be for- 
warded through the same channel. 
Because a man is condemned to death, 
sentence is not inexorably carried out. 
Ifcircumstancescometolight which tend 
to show that the verdict was mistaken, 
a reprieve is given to permit considera- 
tion of these circumstances, Nor do we 
see why a river should .be inexorably 
condemned to injury because permission 
to injure it has been once given—in 
good faith, no doubt, but without know- 
ledge or thought of the objections to the 
course proposed. ‘The Chinese Autho- 
rities would sanction any such applica- 
tion, backed by official support; but 
they would be equally ready to delay 
the work if a reqnest to that effeot were 
subsequently made. And we are clenrly 
of opinion that the Council’s request in 
that sense should have been laid before 
them. The three reasons alleged by the 
projectors, according to Mr. Medhurst’s 
letter, against interference, show thatthe 
latter took every proper and necessary 
step to procure sanction before beginning 
their Wharf; but do not conclusively 
show that the River will not be damaged 
by their proceeding. And it is on this 
latter ground, not on that of illegal pro- 
cedure, that the Conncil asked for re- 
consideration.

‘YEDO. 


A fire which raged for six or seven hours 
continuously occurred at Yedo on the 
night of the Sth inet whieh the Japan 

‘il says itwill probably prove to be one 
of the most devastating that has been 
experienced for many years past in that 
city. It exceeded in extent of area the 
destruction of most of the past conflagra- 
tions, and the importance of the property 
which has been sacrificed is considerably 
larger, and the loss, though falling upon a 
wealthier class of the inhabitants, of 
greater amount. 

The fire is said to have originated at 
half past nine o'clock, in the Iwaicho in 
Kanda and to have spread thence with in- 
tense rapidity, attaining its greatest extent 
at about half past three o'clock. Attempts 
to arrest it appear to have been made at 
different points of its progress by demolish- 
ing houses hastily, and here and there a 
blind canal or watercourse seems to have 
turned the direction of the fire, which a 
sharp NE. wind drove before it, obliquely. 
Nothing however could have stopped its 
march but the broad water line of the 
Sumida river, and here, at the Koamicho 
Sanchomo, it was finally arrested. There 
can be little doubt that a comparatively 
new elemeut supplied fuel to the flames 
and added to their fierceness, and the 
remains of korosine oil fattest the 
danger of storing such material for fire in 
the midst of a crowded population, Here 
and there a mud godown appears to have 
yielded to the effects of the surrounding 
fire althongh the greater number seem to 
have withstood it well, 

Tt may be presumed that on an occasion 
like this a considerable loss of life must 
have occurred, but of its precise extent 
we are unable to learn anything, Nor 
can the extent of the fire nor the number 
of houses consumed be correctly estimated. 
It is supposed that the line of the fire 
extends some two miles and a quarter, and 
that it has embraced some five thousand 
dwellings, all of which have been destroyed, 
But this is at present merely conjecture, 
and some days must elapse before reliable 
details can be obtained. 

‘The wisdom of erecting iron standards 
for the telegraph wires—an act which was 
very generally commented on at the time— 
was signally proved on this occasion, and 
no interruption to the service appears to 
have been involved. 

A native newspaper, the okei Hibi 
Shimbun, states that the length of the line 
of buildings consumed by the fire was 18 
ché and the width 6 ché. ” The value of the 
property destroyed is estimated roughly at 
two millions of yen.

‘The appointment is 
unjust moreover towards the Hongkong 
Bar. ‘The Acting Attorney General, Mr, 
Hayllar, has shown himself fully qualified 
for the post, and we join the Mail 
in hoping that some means may yet be 
found of doing justice both to the public 
and to the present incumbent of Mr. 
Bramston’s post.—The Daily Press has 
a sensible article in favour of secular edu- 
cation. Mr. Burdon, it appoars, contem- 
plates making an effort while at home to 
introduce Christian teaching. ‘The lar 

bulk of the Chinese who attend the achvols, 
are the children of parents who have not 
embraced Christianity, and are deeply at- 
tached to their own system.

ion, such a meeting would be destructive to 
the interests of the Concession, taking into 
consideration the decision, which would, un- 
doubtedly, be carried by a majority—a 
Accision which would cancel that come to in 
March, 1866, and which could itself be can- 
celled by afresh meeting, whose ideas might 
be totally different. 

‘The electors base their request on this fact : 
=That the building of covered wharves in 
front of the Quay Whampoo would destroy the 
present appearance of the Quay. This speciou: 
Teasou seems to strike everyone at the first 
glance ; but the electors forget that the Quay, 
According to the original plans, had a width of 
40 feet ouly, and that the Bund-lot proprie 
tora increased, at their expense, the width of 
the Bund more than double ; it is now carried 
out to the extent of 100 feet. 

Without examining too ‘deeply into the 
motives which have led to the petition, which 
you have handed me, allow me, Sir, in the 
name of the Council to point out to you what 
might happen in case you countenance the 
idea of the meeting agitated for by the 
electors. 

‘There is no doubt, judging from all appear- 
ances, that the result of a general vote would 
be to cancel the decision of the Council of the 
25th October last. 

‘The result of such a general vote, the eon- 
sequences of which the petitioners do not 
appear to have realised, would be that the 
interested parties, viz.:’ the proprietors of 
Bund-lots, would be compelled in virtue of the 
right which was given them in 1806 to claim 
on the Municipality for damages and interest. 
‘The conclusion, if favorable to the claimants, 
‘would entail on the Municipality an enormous 
expenditure to meet them, and what would 
happen? ‘The Municipality would either try 
Ist: To float a loan in which those who signed 
the petition would in all probability take 
good care not to invest, and there is besides 
every chance that the loan would not be 
taken up. 2nd: ‘The increaso of taxation 
which would then become too heary would 
drive away a large portion of the inhabitants, 
especially Chinese who are the most numerous 
and are only attracted by the trade of the 
Concession. 3rd: Property would depreciate, 
its value being uncertain, 

‘Thus the past 10 years of work would be 
thrown away, and afatal retura to the earliest 
days of the Concession, those of 1863/4, and 
all hope of prosperity would depart for ever. 

Such a fesult would be deplorable ; and 
allow me, Sir, to place before you some of the 
reasons that ‘influenced the Council in their 
vote of 25th October :— 

Ist. ‘That the right to build wharfs along 
the quay is incontestible, the meeting of the 
10th March, 1866, having decided it, 

Qudly. That decision, made and adopted in 
due form by those assembled for the purpo 
has never been questioned since, and h 
justly been considered as a right, affecting, as 
it does, the value of properties and the trans- 
actions relating to them, such as sales, trans- 
fers, leases, and rents. 

‘To cancel this decision is to invalidate con- 
tracts made in proper form, and expose the 
rersous contracting to damages and losses, for 
which they have the right to be indemnified. 

Srdly. The right of , on which 
society is founded, is of the first’ importance 
for landholders, and ought to be respected ; 
if not, it would lead to serious complications, 
and result in the diminution of the value of 
ry in general, to an enormous extent. 

‘The right to build wharfs has never 
puted at any electors meeting since 
March, 1866 ; for subsequent to that time the 
8.S.N. Co. ‘have replaced their old wharf 
‘a new one of much larger dimensions 
than the original, and have built another in 
front of theland of the Messageries Maritimes. 

Sthly. For about the last ten years, the 
Municipal Council have used all their endea- 
vours to attract to our Concession the 
Steam Natigation Companies. These com- 
panics add ‘to the weal, not only, by. the 

sums they pay into the Treasury 
of ‘the Municipality under the different 
























































to fetter their operations would 
‘lfally to damage the Concession, 
Permit me also, Sir, to bring to your notice 
that the petition of the electors is in itself" 
tainted with ice; it only alludes to 
wharfs to be erected upon a portion of the 
Quay of the Concession—and makes no men- 
tion at all of those which already exist ad- 
jacent.

It appears on the contrary, by what I have 
explained in the foregoing, that the presence 
of Steamer Companies on our Concession 
Should) enhance the value of property in 
general, increase the revenues of the Munici- 
Pality, ‘and consequently pormit of neces- 
sary works being catried out, the maintenance 
of roads, the improvement ‘and widening of 
feveral ‘atrects—a project whic has been 
the aim for many years, but covld not be put 
in execution owing to want of funds—and to 
orter in Europe iron bridges for the Yang- 
Vag pang. 

1f you drive the Companies away, many of 
the Sources of prosperity would be seriousl 
affected and the Municipality impoverished. 

‘These, Sir, are the reasons that I aubmit to 
you on behalf of tho Municipal Counci 

Allow me, Sit, begging you atthe nme time 
toexcuse the length of this letter, to make 
known to you the views of my ‘colleagues 
should there be no mecting of electors, (a 
decision however which we submit entirely to 
your judgment, having asI have already 
dono, noted you the difficulties that are sure 
should an assembly be called.)

Whereas, when Chinese or foreign mor- 
chants, having taken out duty certificates, 
transport foreign merchandise inland for 
sale, they are wholly exempted from pay- 
ments along the course of their journey, 
as is set forth in regulations publicly 
notified, with the tenor of which every- 











ono ia’ acquainted—it is incumbent 
upon the officials and other persons 
employed at the li-kin  taxing-stations 


to exercise a watchful supervision, and 
to tolerate no discrepancy in the weight 
or number of packages, or variation 
asregards the point of delivery. In like 
manner, it is their duty to act in a 9} 

of entire justice and integrity, and to suller 
no obstructiveness to be wilfully indulged 
in by clerks or underlings. In cases where 
fines and confiseations ure entailed, they 
niust, in conformity with the action already 
established, transmit the merchantise to 
the provincial capital to be re-weizhed and 
examined, thus combining just aud equit- 
able treatment, with a proper regard for 
the careful discharge of duty. If all ye 
Chinese and foreign merchants will but 
implicitly observe the established regula- 
tions, letting uo disturbance of packages, or 
divergence from the declared points of des- 
tination take place, there is no occasion (0 
fear that partiality or harshness will be 
manifested at tho taxing-stations, neither 
can there be any reason for timorously 
holding back, whereby ye yourselves do 
harm to your’ trading interest.

—whereforo it is hereby notified to the 
clerks and underlings of all taxing-stations, 
asalso to the Chines and foreign mer: 
chants, that they may bo informed, one 
and all, of what is set forth above.

‘Tho Coxsui-Gexzrat sald ho would 
have no power to act wider the first cla 
of thnt resolution so long as the resolution 
of 1866 existed. He invited them to say 
whether they wished that resolution to 
stand or to itor it, 

‘Mr, Yares asked what was the decision 
como to in 1866, as there was some doubt 
on the point. ‘The Chairman then read an 
abstract of the proceedings at the 1866 
meeting, showing that the Landrenters had 
sanctioned the erection of wharves, open 
or covered, all along the bund. ‘The que 
tion was, was this decision to be maintain- 
ed or altered. 

‘After along pause tho Cuarnstan again 
invited an expression of opinion. A peti- 
tion had been presented to him signed by 
113 electors, bugging him tocall aimeeting, 
and it was strange that none of these 113 
persons now brought forward a resolution 
on the subject in question. 

Mr, Vorsix said he had proposed certain 
resolutions but the Consul-General declined 
them to be put, and that it was diflicult to 
came to any understanding as the electors 
appeared to be of the opinion, that the 
question was to be placed on another 
ground than the one suggested by the 
Congul-General’s remarks. 

‘The Cuarmstan said his meaning had 
been mistaken.

After some further discussion, Mr. Yates 
said the real question seemed to him to be 
the conservancy of theRiver. He thought 
the electors should cancel all permission to 
build wharves beyond the bund line. A 
mound would make in front of overy 
pile driven. The River was filling up near 
the S. 8. N, Wharves, and soon Pontoon 
bridges will be needed to enable them to 
reach their steamers, And bye and bye if 
they continued building wharves, Pontoon 
bridges will be needed along the whole of 
the bund. The sooner they stopped the 
better for the community. If they left 
the River alone, the bund would not ex- 
tend, but if they extended the bund, the 
bund would extend beyond it, and su they 
might continue until the River would be 
closed. It was in the interest of the com- 
munity, therefore, to put a limit to this ex- 
tension, for without the River Shanghai 
was in the country. Ho thought that the 
Resolution of 1866 should be cancelled. 

Mr, Banow supported the proposal. A 
ong discussion followed, in which Messre, 
Mackintosh, Yates, Leroy, Forbes, Voisin 
and others ‘took part, but which’ wo are 
unable to report.

‘THE CLUB CONCORDIA PERFORMANCE. 

‘The theatre of the Club Concordia has 
been rebuilt and re-decorated since last 
season, and on Saturday night re-opened 
its ever hospitable doors to a large and 
delighted audience, of almost as_ many 
varied nationalities at St. Paul addressed 
on the day of Pentecost. “All the hearers 
might not, and probably did not, under- 
stand all they heard; but we knew, before

until ordered by the chief officer, at the last 
moment, to save himself. 

7th.—The fire having now gained complete 
mastery, all attempts to extinguish it were 
unavailing. The steamer was therefore hauled 
into shoal water on the Pootung bank, where 
she burned to the water’s edge and finally 
sank about 10 o'clock p.m. 

‘Sth.—There was no cargo on board the 
steamer. 

9th.—It is clear that the Donkey boiler, 
though near where the fire was first discovered, 
did not cause the disaster. The floor ou 
which the Donkey furnace rested was of brick, 
and a sheathing of Iron protected the boiler 
from all adjacent woodwork. It is equally 
clear that the fire did not originate in the 
Coal Bunkers, as the main deck did not ignite 
for same time after the upper works, 

10th.—The undersigned believe that the 
fire originated from some accident not to be 
explained, in or near the Lap room which 
opened on to the port passage way of the for- 
ward deck. But they have no reason 
to believe or to suspect that the disaster was 
due to malice, nor can they trace it to neg- 
ligence on the part of any ove ou board. 

11th.—Every precaution usual on steamers 
Iaid up, appears to have been taken. Sufficient 
ressure of steam was at ouce supplied to the 
enkey pump, and water was played through 
the hose a few moments after the discovery of 
the fire. Nor did the chief officer and the 
fireman abandon their posts until compelled 
to do so in order to save their own lives.

The undersigned having carefully examined 
the available evidence, find as follows : 

Ist.—Tho steamer’ Moyune had been for 

some time laid up and her crew discharged ; 
and on the 17th instant, she was anchored 
noar the Harbor master’s Hulk in charge of 
E. A. Symonds chief ofticer, two European 
quartermasters and two Chinese firemen to 
tend the Donkey Engin. 
- 2ud,—Abont dusk on the 17th instant, the 
steamer was swinging to the ebb tide, the 
being a light northerly wind. ‘The two qua 
termasters had gone to the Fychow for their 
dinner where they were unavoidably delayed 
longer than usual. 

3nl.—The Chief Officer, finding that the 

_pajuarter masters id not return, went himself to 
the Lamp room and lighted the masthead 
lights, put them up, lighted a lamp for his 

‘own roam, and returned there to read, leaving 

the smail lamp from which’ the others were 

lighted in the Lamp room, for the use of the 

‘quartermasters on their return. 

4th.—There were at the time no other 
lights on the steamer, and no fires except that 
in the Donkey boiler. 

Sth. Shortly before six o'lock, (one guar- 
termaster having returned) the chief o! 
when about to go to the Fychow for his own 
dinner, discovered that the port passage way 
adjoining the forward saloon was a mass of 
flame. He immediately ordered the quarter- 
master to ring the alarm bell, and the fireman 
to start the Donkey pump at full speed, both 
of which orders were promptly obeyed. The 























LAUNCH OF 4 Datoare (xo. 6) av THE 
KIANGNAN ARSENAL. 

Yesterday afternoon, a frigate of similar 
dimensions to the one now anchored off 
the Arsenal, was successfully launched. 
‘There was a large assembly of Chinese to 
witness the event, a few foreigners, and a 
very few ladies.” For the spectators, the 
weather was all that could be wished’ for, 
but a little more wind from tho Eastward 
would no doubt have caused a more radient 
glow over the countenanees of those upon 
whom rested the responsibility of success, 
as in the natural course of events it would 
have caused the water to rise a few inches 
higher, a consummation devoutly to ba 
wished” when launching a frigate. On 
the previous day, the tide-pole indicated 
fully a foot more water than yesterday, 
aud serious doubts arese in the minds of 
the on whom the responsibility devolved, 
whether it would not be jud 
postpone the event until a more a1 
day, All fears were quickly allsyed by the 
sound of a gong a few minutes after 3 
o'clock, when tle bilye shores were re- 
moved on either side, followed by 
another stroke of the gong at 3.20 p.m., 
aud the remaining original’ supports were 
displaced.

On approaching the 
water, the speed gradually increased, until 
finally the Frigate No. 6 floated. in 
the muddy waters of the Hwang-po0, 
and represented the best specimen of 
naval architecture that has yet emanated 
from this Arsenal, The interesting fea- 
ture of christening, which is an indis- 
Pontable ceremony ‘attached to a vessel 
nilt in a foreign clime, was totally 
pensed with by the Celestials, they deemin;

However, in the place of 
baptism, they favoured ‘the audience 
with a band of music a la Chinois, the 
principal instrument - being the  ‘in- 
evitable” gong.

We were furnished with the follow- 
ing particulars of the vessel from reliable 
authority: Length of keel, 243 feet 6 
inches, 44 feet 10 inches beam, and 
269 fect 3 inches over all; ‘Depth 
of hold, 29 fect 6 inches; Calculated 
displacement when fully equipped and 
ready for sea, 2,700 tons, at time of launch 
1,800 tons.’ ‘The calculated indicated 
horse power of tho engines is 1,800 and 
the calculated speed to be obtained is 12 
nautical miles per hour. ‘The bunkers 
will contain sufficient coal for 7} days 
steaming at full speed. Her enginies are, 
wo learn, designated the horizontal return 
connecting-type, with 2 cylinders, diameter 
of each being G4 inches; with’ a 3 feet 
stroke. She lias 4 boilers, and 16 furnaces. 
‘Thediameter of tho propeller is 16 feet, with 
apitch of 20 to 24 feet, as desired, being 
Grifit’s patent, eame as used in. Bl 
Nav} whe eapstans and pimps aro 
Downton’s patent. ‘The framework is of 
Manilahardwoodand the hullsheathed with 
teak; she has also teak decks, and is copper- 
fastened throughout. ‘Lhe ‘propeller and 
its framework weighs about 11 tons, 

Until February last, the building of this 
vessel was under the superintendence of 
the late Mr, Mainland, but siucehis death 
it has been conducted solely by Chinese, 
and while it reflects credit on them, it, 
reflects still more on their instructors, 

Atall proviouslaunches, aforeigner super- 
intended the proparation of thelaunchways, 
but with the exception of advice from 
their trustworthy engineer, Mr. Rolls, 
they manayed this entirely Ly themselves} 
they having confidence in him, and he in 
the pupils of six years experience, whom 
he justly terms the “glorious six hundred.” 

‘The machinery was made under the 
supervision of Mr. Rolls, assisted by 
Messrs, Macbean and Ure. 

Amonsst the visitors, we observed 
the ‘Taotai, attended by ‘his stall, H. B, 
MM. Consul,’and others of official position. 

Me. Rolis was surrounded, with visitors, 
both uative and foreign, to whom he 
dispensed a generous liberality. All 
visitors were ‘well cared for, and left 
the Arsenal fully convinced that the suc- 
cess of the launch was only exceeded by 
the courtesy «f the foreign employées at 
that institution, 

This vessel was not enppered previons 
to launching, neither was the propeller 
shipped, it being deemed more prudent, 
now that the dock is in thorough working 
order, to defer that portion of the work 
until after launching.

‘The two brothers, 
owners of the boat, took their turn at the 
rudder and sculling or poling, and were 
assisted by an_able-bodied man hired for 
the journey at 1,000 cash, while a poor old 
mmi about 69 years of age, receiving on 
that account only. one-third the proper 
wages, did as much as he conld, and more 
than could have been expected from his 
weather-ieaten, shrivelled-up limbs. The 

























tation foreigners had for their skilful and 
incessant use of the word Kwaikwai (hurry 
on, hurry on), and charged more accord 
ingly ; Dut as a return throw in this extra 
decrepid hind, and as they boastfully in- 
formed us, braved the dangers of crossing 
the lakes’ with winds that would have 
caused the patient native passenger to 
order them to anchor. ‘The eaptain’s wife, 
cooped up inaplace a few feet square, 
worked without intermission at cooking 
and fulfilling the materual duties of drag- 
ging up three small childcen. No ray of 
Joy or hope, ever appeared to cross her 
care-worn countenance, 

We wondered why a row of white twigs 
of wood floating upright in the water should 
induce the fish to jump into nets, long 
narrow lines of which were suspended 
‘on bamboos and turned up about a foot 
above the water; or how they could be 
stupid enongh to mistake a white, slanting 
board fixed on to a narrow boat for a 
waterfall, jumping at which caused them 
to fall so easy a prey to their captors. But 
we could never see any result attending 
there ingenious methods of catching fish. 
ican style of fishing appeared moro 
successful, but the chase after the bird, 

illing to give up his find, was always a 
hunt in itself. At oné place, we saw otters 
kept captive by a string at the bow of the 
boat, ‘hese hunted the fish in the neigh- 
borhood of the nets. With their fierce, 
glaring eyes and quick, restless. motions, 
they appeared a nasty enemy for a fish to 
































meet with. ‘Their snapping, snarling 
mouths even commanded respect from their 
keeper feeders, About half-way, we 





came to the Lin-ho, which led ns through 
low-lying, alluvial plains (diked from the 
water) and lakes, right up to Sha-sz. ‘The 
tallow, willow and pehyang trees, planted 
pretty’ thickly along the dikes, constituted 
the principal foliage of the country.. ‘The 
chief place of importance passed was Ma- 
chioh-how. Here two wooden drawbridges 
had been erected by the peuple. ‘The first 
one was opened for us, but a similar favor 
was denied us at the second, owing to in- 
solence on the part of the boatmen. A 
strange excitement was suddenly evinced 
by the people. They erowded on to the 
bridge, and each .nan vociferated forth his 
own ideas of the rights of the people re- 
garding their own bridge. But the chief 
promoters of th 

or three half-starved, beggarly mon, whe 
took their stand on’ the movable part of 
the bridge, evidently inviting us to dispute 
their possession, and displaying their ora- 
torial powers in the most clamorous and 
lengthy manner. Their only property, per- 
haps—a publie one in the bridge- 

dently a subject dearer to their hearts th 
it was to their more favored townsmen. 
A previous disturbance about the rights 
claimed by mandarins to go throu: 
resulted in the decapitation of two men ;

We 
wandered through the streets escorted by 
a large crowd and protected by Yamen run- 
ners, a Consular request hating preceded 
us, demanding protection from the stone— 
throwing propensities which the people 
here have lately often displayed towards 
foreignors, We had, however, some 
difticulty in restricting the numbers of 
our band of dependents, as even all the 
small tipaos wished to give us the, benefit 
of some decrepid old protectors; their 
desire for the customary gratuity as well 
as our safety, being perhaps equally 
balanced. Our gratitude for such liberal 
offers of protection was a little tried when

himself in the band as we were lenving, 
by simply borrowing a runner's hat and 
staff, and then commencing the fulfilment 
of his self-appointed duties by demanding 
the customary present, 


Sha-sz. is a long straggling place, built” 


partly along the embankment, and with 
its mumerons boats and small street of 
piece goods’ shops, gives sigus of a thriving 
Jocal trade. ‘The boat that we hired here 
to take us throngh to Chung-king, was 
alarge lumbering efaft 100 feet long by 
about 13 feet broad, alfurding comfor- 
table and spacions accommodation for the 
passengers, but ouly a deck on which a 
mat-shed is erected at fight, for the crew. 
‘e effected a start by crossing the river 
in the evening, and as we made the op- 
posite shore the roughness of boatinen’s 
lives on the upper Yangtsze was first 
evinced to us by aman having to jump over- 
board into the strong current, with a cable to 
make fast by. ‘The gong was then beaten, 
crackers let off, the mat-shed erected for 
the crew, two large crimson lanterns shewn 
behind, three small ones suspended at the 
masthead, and then, as far as the crew was 
concerned, to supper and immediately after 
to bed. ‘The next day our hearts were soon 
gladdened by the sight of hills, and after 
six days tracking through ensy country, 
we arrived at Ichang. Here the people 
wero curious but quite civil, and we walked 
abont without an escort, butcouki cull 10 
fresh ideas either by the assistance of the 
senses of sight or smell. ‘Ihe upper part 
of the anchorage is protected from tho 
current by an island affording a large har- 
bour for small boats, ‘The water there is 
said however to be shallower in wintor 
thau lower down where the sweep of the 
current is felt. ‘The difficulty of obtaining 
men here was given as the reason of a de- 
lay of two days, but judging from the con- 
tinual flow of erockeryware and small 
bundles of cotton that tho men brought 
with them for sale at Chungkeng, we atter- 
wards concluded that the difliculties of 
bartering formed the real reason, A start 
was at Inst effected, and after two miles 
tracking wo arrived at the Ichang gorge.

Now and again our progress is assisted 
by relics of *Hoo-shi,” (good deeds) or in 
other words a short path cut in the rock 
by some charitable individual, a ring for 
making fast to scooped in the stone, or 

















sometimes even a bamboo cable stretched 
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alongigthejfro ‘The Upper Yangteze 
boatman’s life is a very hard one. In the 
@usk of the moming, the Tai-kung’s com- 
mud oficheea” (short for,chee-lai) is the 
first sound heard. Every man then 
instantly springs up, and puts by his 
bedding ; the mat-shed it taken down, a 
meal hares it dealt out, and the duties 
of the day commence. About 11 o'clock 
5 or 6 minutes is allowed for another meal, 
and a general scramble takes place to shovel 
down the rice as quickly at possible ; for 
the word of command to resume work 
again has to be obeyed implicitly at the 
instant, and if a man is then half-way 
through s bowl of rice he is in a dilemma. 
We cannotjfstop to finish it, and yet his 
character with the cook would be ruined 
wore he to leave it unfinished. His simple 
washing arrangements are not adapted to 
the cleansing of a bow! in that condition, 











while to throw the rice away would be an, 





impossibility, “ waste not, want not” being 
u maxim superstitiously adhered to in res- 
pect to almost a grain of rice, At 3 o'clock 
another five minntes is allowed, and then 
work continues again until dusk. 

‘The scenery of the Ichang gorge is very 
graud and impressive. Lime and saud- 
stone cliffs rise perpendicularly up on 

side, backed by mountains pervaded 
h vast lime-stone formations, which 
rising up regularly block by block {aid hori- 
tally almost”as if by the hand of 
giants, present to the imagination now the 
Tuins of a cathedral and again the relics 
of colossal baronial castles. Here is 
to be seena pagoda-like mnss of stone 
which, harder perhaps than the sur- 
rounding rocks, remains as a inark to 
attest the height the mountain was ages 
and ages ago, before rain, the atmosphere 
and time hed crumbled away ile 

arts, A few mat-sheds are to be 
here and there perched up in places pic- 
tureaque to look at, but certainly dificult 
to climb to. High’inaccessible cliffs above 
shut out perhaps half the days seen there, 
while below there is but a scrambling 

wth leading to the water. Around are to 
Eo seon the desirabilities of the location 
in the form of poor little clots of soil plaut- 
ed with Indian corn, or perhaps a field of 
yams running down the spur of hill at 
an incline difficult even to climb. We 
availed of a delay caused by rain, to scram- 
ble up to one of there tenements, ‘The 
welling consisted of a few m 
1 roof of atone afforded by a shelving rock. 
‘The family had evidently outgrown the 

nd yet they remained on in poverty. 

‘The females, the least important sex, were 
in a deplorably half-starved condition. The 
crops having been gathered, the males had 
taken to cutting underwood; but the women 
and girls with their poor distorted feet were 
unable to assist at that rough work, and had 
therefore to remain in idleness at home, I 
could not help asking the question why they 
should be thus crippled ; but the import of 
such a remark was beyond their under- 
standing. Throughall their misery however, 
—a misery notunderstood, perhaps— aspark 
of pleasure was elicited from n joke the old 
wife had against her husband, for going out 
cutting wood when she told him it cer- 
tainly would rain, His return wet through 
while we were there, afforded the whole 
family a pleasure which even he seemed to 
sharo in. Every scrap of Ind is cultivated 
throughout the mountains of the gorges, 
even to the top of a pinnacle rock if it is 
rotten enough to snpport vegetable life. 
But the more mountainous the country, the 
poorer the people. From our elevated 
And sheltered position we looked down 
upon the cramped-up narrow stream of 
yellow water, broken by eddies and whirl- 
Jools and so unlike its broad expanded 
Eppearance below. [t is difficult to im- 
ine how this stream, in places only one- 
eleventh the width of the river at Han- 
Kow, can have such expansive powers. 
‘The current is very rapid, but it is only 
the great depth of these narrow places

that can account for it. Large Szechuen 
junks, with their decks alive with amen 
Towing and sculling, and enlivening the 
gorge with shouts and song; swept past 
below towards Ichang; the current car- 
tying them in a few hours what it had 
taken us almost daya to do. They, how- 
ever, have to continue working hard to 
keep way on the boat. At onc moment 
they are to be seen almost driving them- 
selves against the rocky shore, but the pilot 
has been looking ahead at the set of the 
water, and we see the boat being carried 
immediately afterwards across the stream 
in a contrary direction. Caves in the rock 
are very numerous ; one of them, the Shun- 
‘id to penetrate the mountain 
ance ofa li. The toadstone, a 
rock giving forth a continual stream’ of 
pure water, was pointed out to us, and some 
story given about its always rising with the 
River. 
‘We passed the first rapid without 
being aware of it at the time. A little 
above, alarge cotton junk had imprudently 
allowed herself to come alongside the rock 
without the assistance of her woopan, and 
hind stove a hole in her side, As we passed 
her, she was canting over, and the coolies 
were hurrying out their bedding and cloth 
‘The crews are so large that assistance is 
rarely asked ; we therefore passed on, and 
no doubt her cotton was all on shore short- 
ly afterwards. Higher up, we saw-another 
large junk lose her rudder by coming in 
contact with a rock. She was leaking as 
we passed, but had been safely moored. 
The third day from Ichang we had passed 
the gorge, and the hills retreated rather 
more from the River. Two rapids were 
ed, with only the usual trouble of pay- 
ing ont and taking in the long and strong 
‘Damboo cables ; but the wrecks of 4 junk 
one of which was only just visible abo 
the water, attested to the dangers of this 
part of the River. While in the middle 
of tho Chapo rapid, a sudden jerk followed 
up by shouting and yelling louder if possi- 
ble than usual, warned us that something 
had really happened ; and we learned that 
the tow-line had broken on shore, and that 
we were being swept down to apparent 
destruction on a reef of rocks that we had 
jnst before cleared by going outside almost 
into the middle of the River. One 
of the men, hiewever, stationed along 
the projecting zbcks to clear the line, 
fentially managed to follow it up, 
and by giving it two or three turns rouind 
arock, our unpleasant looking course was 
stopped. The current ran very fast, and 
our men afterwards could hardly at times 
make the boat move ; the usual remedy was 
thén had recourse to: of firing off a 
gun, the recoil of which is supposed to 
shake the boat on to moving. This 
method was nearly always effective, but it 
appeared to me that the gunner was a good 
judge of the exact moment when the gun 
was likely to be efficacious, A very strong 
back current carried us up to the starting 
point of the next rapid at Tung tsien-tui, 
and we ran with an unpleasant crashing 
ise into a large junk waiting there her 
tuen to pass on. “The captain tried to 
find out grounds for a claim, but without 
success. Succeeding boats came ru 
helplessly into us, however, establishing 
it almost as a custom of particular 
place to do so. ‘The large junk delayed 
us a long time, while laying out her cables 
tom sandy bay two or three promontories 
ahead ;"but she at last started, and we 
watched her careering along through the 
surging water at an angle that made her 
appear to be going up a lig . The 
Progress was satisfactory for some time, but 
she suddenly veered round, and we knew 
that her cable had snapped and that she 
was whirling rapidly down the steam. 
The long cable, however trailing along the 
rocksat the bottom, suddenly caught some- 
where, and she was enabled to swing her- 































































































self into quieter water ; while 2 cable 
conveyed to shore by two men jumping 














with it into the eddying water assured her 
safety, and an opportunity to try that rapid 
again, ‘The danger of the rapids hinges 
itirely upon the stability of the cables, 
‘These are carried round and over jagged 
rocks, and chafing along as they do, the 
wonder is that they last so well. At the time 
of breakaye the crew are nearly all on shore, 
only sufficient being left on buard to work 
the sweep and rudder. The junk then 
floats helplessly down until a set of the 
current or a sweep round brings her into 
either a bay or back water, ‘The momen- 
tum given her by the current affords her 
then steerage way, aud she may succeed in 
getting a cable to shore. ‘The woopan 
follows up to the rescue as quickly as 
possible, but before she has had time to 
pick up some men to bring along with her, 
j probably either wrecked or 














‘Our turn came next, and with two 
cables Inid ont along the same course, 
we were hauled through the water inch by 
inch, sometimes with the assistance of the 
gun ‘and at other times with the ‘gong. 
‘The drum tattooed the quick tune as a sign 
to the trackers tu keep pulling, and we 
could hear their distant shouts and groans 
in reply. The cables, stretched across threo 
promontories of rocks, boulders and piles 
of stones, was worked gradually across 
these by men stationed there for the pur- 
pose, the taut line swaying from cra; 
to crag as relaxed, with a concussion an 
vibration anything but pleasant to us on 
board whose safety depended so much on 
their not breaking, ‘here was one little 
reef standing out from one of the promon- 
tories in the middle of boiling water, and 
we watched with anxiety how the ‘lines 
would be cleared over it. One of the woo- 
pan men, to whom devolves these danger- 
ous duties, was noticed eyeing the position 
in no pleasant mood. ‘The time had now 
arrived that rendered it necessary that the 
rope should be cleared of this, and the 
drum changed its tune as # sign to the 
trackers to stop; the man then making. 
iismind plunged in higher up, and ‘allowed 
himself to be washed against the reef, 
‘The lines were then cleared, and the next 
boat hailed him to do the same for them, 
which he was goodnaturedly preceeding to 
do, when one of their cables released sud- 
denly from a rock, knocked him over by 
a blow on the hack of the head. ‘This raised 
his ire and cause | him to pause, but a little 
more persuasion and a cessation of the 
pain appeared to be bringing him round, 
when we noticed that the difficulty of get- 
ting back again suddenly took possession 
of his mind, ‘To return the same way 
against the current was impossible, while 
below was a fall of a foot or two, and 
surging water to pass before he could make 
the next rock. The offending line, leading 
on the other hand temptingly to the rocks 
above, caught his eye ; and he quietly 
exacted from it'compensation for the blow 
inflicted, by draguing himself along by it to 
the shore. ‘The other boat had now to 
send off a man, who got off in the same way 
as ours, but the poor fellow shrunk a long 
time before committing himself to the 
dangerous return ; and we conld see from 
the anxiety with ‘which he w: hed 
that, even with the 
water system of swims 
in eddying water, he had not overesti- 
mated the danger.’ ‘here is a great deal 
of water. work to be done all along the 
rapids ; and man in his primitive condition 
would form throughout the course of 
the river one of the principal objects of 
study.to the artist. In summer, it may 
give a classical air to the country, but in 
winter, it must be a piteous sight. 

On rounding the last promontory, we saw 
our motive power in the form of two long 
double lines of men, counting about. 150 in 

ing up ‘and down with out- 
waving in time to a groan- 
ing or grunting sort of chant. Much time 
twas occupied in taking in our Jong cables, 
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which some of the crew availed of to make 
investments in the delicacies of the season 
in the shape of pomeloes at 8 cash and 
persimmons at 3 cash each. On a pile of 
rocks opposite, a wrecked junk told the 
tale of broken hawsers. ‘The water had 
receded sufficiently to allow the crew to 
save a portion of her cargo, and the rocks 
around were covered with discolored cot- 
ton and other eargo drying in the sun, A 
Szeciuen native friend who accompanied 
us as chaperon on the journey, received 
about here rather a shock t» his nerves, by 
being first told thata sinking junk, noticed 
ahead, was one freighted by his hong, and 
on lauding to make enguiries being insidu- 
ously led along a path that the trackers in 
formed him was a ta-loo or good road. We 
saw him shortly afterwards following us 
Ligh up in the air, round a precipitous rock, 
on a little shelf a few inches wide. Having 
already disposed of his shoes and clinging 
to the rock with both hands, a coolie on 
each side whispering words of confidence, 
he presented truly a picture of extren 
mental distress. He returned a wiser 
man, and informed us that he should 
always in future better understand the 
value of comparison, especially as regards 
what coustitutes a ta-loo in the minds of 
men accustomed to crawl along only seams 
of rocks, 

We generally anchored well before 
dusk, as the choice of anchorage ground 
is of great importance, especially so 
in spring, when the water may rise 20 or 
30 feet in a few hours, and change what 
mnay be a quiet harbour into a rapid, by the 
water overflowing the promontory that 
before afforded the protection, At Ichang 
we bought, for 40 cash, a book originally 
published for gratuitous il my 
which gives about 800 harbours, rocks, 
rapids, &e., with necessary instrnetions 
about ‘size of cable to be used, when to 
cross the river, &e., &o. We likewise 
learned from this publication that the Sze- 
chuen peopie always, in ancient times, com- 
pared the difficulty of ascending the river 
to that of ascending heaven; but that about 
30 years ago, Li Chiang-hing, who had 
made 800,000 ‘Taels in the Szechuen 
business, devoted 200,000 to removing at 
low water a lot of dangerous rocks and 
reefs that formed rapids, and thereby de- 
creased by 30 or 40 per cent the dangers 
of the route. In speaking of anchorage 
ground, I refer always to sheltered bays 
or corners where the shore can with safety 
be made fast to. ‘There is not such a thin, 
gan anchor or even a grapnel on boar 
any of the junks, as they would be useless 
in the swift current and rocky beds of the 
‘upper waters. ‘This want of proper anchor- 
age ground would indeed form une of the 
greatest difticulties that steamers would 
have to contend against. As goon as we 
are sufely moored, and the frugal supper 
has been eaten, indst of the men at once 
turned into bed—beut 40 of them dovetailed 
Tends and tails into an available part 
of the deck, about 40 feet by 8. ‘The a 
Kung alone hangs up a small mosquito 
curtain, under which he luxuriates in a 
fow pipes of opium before going to rest 
‘The others would like to join him, but there 
is no room ; they are, however, well ac- 
quainted with the location of the opium 
smoking huts established along the shore 
as the water retires, and sneak off some- 
times by twos and threes to pur 
cheap smoke and momentary happiness. 
Later on in the evening, when the rest of 
the crew are asleep, We see the shore 
ited up by a bamboo torch with 
two or three men picking their way 
along the rocks behind. ‘They stand on 
the ‘shore a few moments reconnoitring, 
and seoing that the woopan, moored be- 
tween us and the shore, matted in from 
stem to stern and full of sleeping men, is 
some yards from the rocks, remain a fur- 
ther few moments in doubt, which ho 
ever are soon cut short by their resorting 
to the simple method of stripping off their 























































































clothes, twirling them round their-heads in 
the shape of a tarban, and then swimming 
off to the boat, Inafew moments their 
clothes are restored to their wet bodies, and 
shortly afterwards they also form items in 
the sleeping mass of humanity stretched 
out before us on deck, 

‘The next day we passed the Pateny 
rapid, which is perhaps the worst 
‘one to be encountered at this time of 
the year, ‘There was a great drop in 
the water, and a reef that formed it 
could almost be traced across the River; 
the current was swift, but there must 
have been considerable depth to carry past 
the body of water through so narrow a 
channel. A steamer even would have 
found this a rapid, which would not asa 
rule be the case at other places where the 
fall is, as it were, only the reaction of 
backwater or the effect of the obstruction 
to the sweep of the water by rocks and 
promontories. Junks as a rule draw 5 or 
G feet, and yet are seldom forced forward 
into the current. Were the river cleared 
of rocks, and allowed to sweep down 
uninterruptedly between two clean walls 
of stone, it would almost be considered 
one continual rapid by them, and without 
the assistance of bays and’ backwaters, 
they would find it dificult to progress. 
A twelve knot steamer would encounter 
only tho difiiculties of eddies, backwaters, 
cross sets of the current, and above all the 
narrowness of the channel, and inability 
to anchor except only at afew places. 

On the fifth day from Ichang, we passed 
several rapids caused by vast piles of 
boulders and stones stretching out into 
the river, and appearing as though washed 

the water like so much land, ‘The 
Niu kan gorge shortly afterwards appeared 
to us in all its rugged and precipitor 
grandeur. Its name, derived from a sta- 
Jnctite formation hanging from a cliff, 
when translated is not romantic. Imagina- 
tion has conjured the formation into the 
resemblance of a cow’s liver, which is the 
equivalent of Niu-kan or Liu-kan. ‘The 
report of a rifle reverberated along the 
cliffs for a few moments like a discharge 
of musketry, and at another time was 
echoed back sharply from shore to shore, 
Our study of acoustics was, however, 
terrupted by the captain expressing his 
fears that the concussion of the air might 
loosen some rocks above us and endanger 
the boat, while some of the crew repeated 
to us-old fables about the custom the apes 
have of resenting the disturbance of their 
rest by throwing down stones on the offen 
dera, ‘They all cling to the pleasing fancy 
that there are some very large monkeys or 
apes in the mountains, and swear lo the 
fact of having seon them let themselves 
down precipitous places hy forming them- 
selves into a Indder to descend by to the 
water, ‘This has always, however, been 
seen at night when darkness has allowed 
them to conjure up to their minds the re- 
alization of facts that no doubt happened 

We were shown threo holes 
ther in the rock, from which 
ned once water of three different gravi- 
One floated ten leaves, another sus- 
ined them half-way, and in the third 
they sunk to the bottom. 

Another day took us past the Meetang 
Gorge, which is very striking in the preci- 
pitonsness of its mountains, but unfortu- 
nately more 80 for its almost total absence 
of a tracking way or even standing places 
to pull from. At the Yeh Rapid, the next 
day, we were detained six hours waiting the 
passage of a crowd of janks and boats that 
hadarrived beforeus, Girlscame down from 
avillage above, carrying wan their backs 
panniers of chesnuts walnuts, &., &e, 
and found » good market amouyst the 
boatmen. A neighbouring hill was pierced 
with old coal shafts, while below another 
view of fuel was presented, in a large sand 
bank about 20 feet high, ‘the precipitous 
side of which was beiny’ scraped down by 
9 crow of children for pieces of wood 
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worked round like pebbles by the action 
of the sandy current. Further delay was 
caused by having to cross the river twice ; 
and on one occasion, by missing the back- 
water we ‘crossed to make, losing in a few 
minutes the hard earned progress of hours, 
Better walking relaxation was now afforded 
us on shore, by the high road to Chungking 
winding along high up in the hills; and 
food for reflection furnished by the fact 
of how often good results irom evil, ‘the 
evil in question was the massacre sonic 
years ago of above 100 priests and native 
christians far away in Szechuen, and the 
resulting good was the road we were walk 
ing on, Li Hung-chang had to go to Sze- 
chuen to enquire into the matter, and it 
was happily not known by the mandarins 
along the road from Iehang tu Chungking, 
her he would go by land or water. 
The donbt eventually cansed them to make 
theroad, which however proved usefultothe 
wrong parties, viz, the people, Li Hung- 
chang having gone by water, 

Towards the open straygling town of 
Patung, the hills became a little moreopen, 
Along the Chungking road, most of the peo- 
ple who crowd round to see us ng wo 
pass are mon with their arms black- 
ened by their occupation of making coal 
balls, ‘They are quiet and civil, and 
are fortunately more taken up with ex- 
amining the enrly black hair and long 
enrs of my retriever dog, than, they are 
with me, who, speaking to their surprise 
their own Iauguage, do not appear quite 
so barbarous ax they would have liked. 
Atone place they would not believe that 

other than # Cantonese, beiny, ex- 
cepting my clothes, ny other man, 
‘The fact of speaking Chinese sustained 
them in this opinion, the idea of studying 
to speak a Janguaye never having arisen or 
deen proposed to their mind. Mao-pi-qua-tz 
(fur coal) was the general exclamation 
following the track of my dog's steps 
‘The native dogs all trooped out, with awar- 
like attitude that subsided as soon ns they 
saw the superior respectability and undi 
turbed air of the foreign dog. One old 
priest of 75 years of nge pronounced him 
to be a (en thousand tael jewel, but cared 
little about the foreign owner because he 
had seen that tribe of men before wearing 
turbans, &e., a8 we found, bearing tribute 
from one of the Western tribes to Peking. 
‘The old-nan’s little temple nestled under 
the deep shade of one of the noted Szchten 
hwang-pi-to trees, which always shed their 
magnolia-like leaves in the same month of 
the year as they are planted, whether it be 
mmer or winter, It is of the fig species, 
and resembles the bariar of Canton, An 
enquiry about how near to his temple the 
water rose to in the memorable Szechuen 
flood of 1870, awoke slumbering remem- 
branees of an eventful scene of his life; and 
he immediately burst forth with a vivid 
portrayal of the water rushing round the 
hill ahead, rising foot by foot and edging 
throngh the trees planted below his temple. 
He pointed out a straggling line of houves 
above the usual high water level, and 
described how a similar line on the samo 
spot was washed away before his eyes; aud 
how he knew from the amount of debris 
sweeping past that a similar scene was being 
enacted along tho whole course of the 
River, A very melaucholy occurrence 
happened while passing the 'Ta-pa- 
Rapid. A large deep whirlpool excited our 
anxiety by appearing within 20 feet of the 
boat. The current was very swift, and 
even our prophetic gun could render no 
assistance towards regaining lost momen- 
tam, We then noticed a small cargo boat 
with a crew of about 15 men sweeping 
down with the stream, and a moment 
after were horrified to’ see her caught 
in the whirl of water, turn over and 
disappear, men, boat, cargo and all, 
Our own position at the time was critical, 
The bamboo hawsers creaked at their 
fastenings, the drum gave the lively tatto, 
the trackers groaned, the crew shouted, 
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and ‘before an eye or hand could be re- 
leased from the emergencies of the moment, 
aswift current had carried the scene of 
the catastrophe out of sight round a pro- 
jecting rock, Our woopan was ahead, 
and we were helpless to give assistance 
nif ithad been of use, but we heard 
afterwards that, beyond ‘the momentary 
appearance of one or two struggling men, no- 
thing more was seen of the unfortunate boat 
and crew. At Patung, noted only for its 
potato and coal ball trade, the lady 
proprietress of our boat laid in a supply 
Of the latter from a little impudent Iaugh- 
ing boy ; and the fact of his being an old 
friend and her oblaining them for old 
acquaintance sake at a cheaper price, ap- 
peared to aford her great satisfaction 

\@ younger members of her family, a 
boy and git], landed in the evening 
and disported themselves on a large sand- 











dank. 

At tho entrance of the Wu-shan 
Gorgo, the Fung-wang. tewple ung over 
its cliffliko gates., A flight of stone steps 





led up to its site on the top of a spur of 
the mountain, and the priest in charge of 
the bell and relics solicited us to enter and 
take aseat. Sitting on the ruius we con- 
sidered ourselves inside, and in a few 
moments afterwards he discovered the 
object of his civility by appearing with a 
volume carefully wrapped up, which ii 
formed us that the temple had’ been built 
by a Hioh-yuen Mandarin in thanksgiving 
for the merciful interposition of the Go 
in aaving his life when shipwrecked at the 
rapid below; and that, having been des- 
troyed by the flood of 1870, visitors we 
requested to append their names to a list 
of subscriptions already started for its re- 
construction. As a precedent of foreign 
aubscriptions he produced an IUustruted 
London News’ picture of the 3.8. “Egypt,” 
‘the humble offering of some English visitor, 
but gave us to understand that that picture 
would last a long time, and that money on 
this occasion would be more acceptable, 
Our journey of 22 miles betiween the steep 
mountains of the Wu-shan Gorge ocenpied 
us days, Houses with their surround- 
ings of rocky, steep little fields, and planta- 
tions of wood-oil trees were to be seen 
perched up high above us, often distant 
from each other by only a stone's 
. throw, and yet as effectually separated 
by precipitous strata of the ruck as though 
by miles of road. A. distressing accident 
tlint occurred in this Gorge, was partly the 
cause of our slow progress. On returning 
one evening from a swim inn quiet bay, 
we heard one single cry of distress from a 
man in the water, and the response of our 
woopan men, who had already moored for 
the night inside our boat, that assistance 
was coming and not to get flurried, It 
took some time to unmoor, and the poor 
man, whose strength was’ exhausted in 
struggling to got at the rudder of our boat, 
was cauglit by an eddy, and in the glimmer- 
ing twilight carried at once ont of sight into 
the eddying ‘current, ‘The woopan was 
Jong time away, but could not even see a 
trace of “him; on their return afterwards 
in the dark, empty-handed, no further co 
firmation of death was considered necessary, 
and the Indy-owner proceeded immediately 
to send three men on shore to burn paper 
money for his benefit in the next world. 
he men erawled up the rocks by the lig! 
of torches, and selected an imposing posi- 
tion for the ceremony on the top of «high 
square solid block of stone. ‘The flame of 
the burning paper illuminated the sur- 
rounding rocks, and cast a lurid glare on 
the dark faces of three grinning oftciators, 
‘The next day the crew availed of the ac- 
cident to rest half the day at the quaint 
little village of Nan-mo-yuen, under the 
‘excuse uf having proper prayers read at a 
Joss-house, and to give the captain an op- 
portunity to buy the customary amount of 
pork offerings, the eating of which appear- 
ed to be the tineipal ceremony gone 
through towards beneliting by it the new 



































































voyager of the next world. A stroll up the 
hill took me through a beautiful grove of 
cypress trees and  grotto-like lime-stone 
formations stocked with ferns, creepers and 
a multitude of wild plants’ and flowers. 
‘Phe village on the right occupied two 
of a mountain stream, the houses peering 
out from between pomeloe and orange 
trees ‘glistening with their abundant crop 
of golden-colored fruit. Two mouldering, 
moss covered bridges spanned the stream, 
on each side of which clusters of the droop- 
ing bamboo were seen bending over and 
connected by masses of Inxurinut creepers. 
A few fine forest trees flanked the scene, 
while the customary thick-folinged joss 
house tree stood ont as sentry over all, 
in the most commanding position of 
the village. Inquisitive dogs and. dirty 
villagers peering down at us from successive 
terraces as we ascended, were refined into 
picturesqneness by the brightness shed over 
the scene by a blue sky and shiniu 

even tho placid out-stretched pig eyeing us 
lngily as we passed, appeared scarcely 
unnecessary as giving a color of repose to 
the picture. On turning to descend, op- 
posite, throngh the trees, could be’ dis- 
cerned the stern clifis of the River Gorge, 
rising perpendicularly from the narrow 
looking current of discolored water ; the 
monotonous chant of the'junk men as they 
were carried past, resounding cheerily 
amongst the rocks. 

Shortly after entering Szechuen, the 
Iron Cofin cliff was pointed out to 
‘There is a amall piece of stone jutting 
font lengthways from the rock, the re- 
semblance of which to a coffin we were 
just thinking must have been assisted 
by an imagination affected by the forbid- 
ding aspect of the scene around, when our 
want of credulity was apparently ques- 
tioned by a corpse, the first we had seen, 
floating down towards the cliff, deciding as 
it were upon the appropriateness of the 
name, On head winds and 
want of tracking paths limited our day's 
progress toone mile, A little morbid s: 
faction was afforded by seeing the 
that had been ahead of us all day break its 
tracking line, and lose in a few minutes 
what it had taken 12 hours to do; enhane- 
ing 80 mnch by edmparison, as it did, the 
value of our own progress. ‘It was weary 
work, however, being on board all day 
without a walk, and ennui at Inst drove me 
to try and effect an ascent of the mountain, 
Alter having attained a considerable height, 
were unexpectedly rewarded 
ig on a road winding round the 
mountain, the cutting of which in the solid 
stone at ‘places afforded neat specimens of 
masonry work, It was high up, shrouded 
by shrubs, and could not be seen from 
below, having originated from the fuct of a 
rich widow losing her only son at one of 
the rapids below, and devoting her blighted 
life and fortune to the humane desire of 
aflording a means to passengers of avoiding 
in fature the perils of the River. ‘The 
more dangerous route, however, still con- 
tinued to be the most popular one, and on 
the poor widow's road little was to be seen 
but an occasional herd of goats and their 
driver, It afforded howover a magnificent 
view of a long reach of the River as it 
flowed down in its rocky concentrated bed, 
while opposite was presented one of the 
most. beautiful mountain scenes that could 
be imagined. High, almost perpendicular 
cliffs of the hardest limestone (called here 
steel stone) rau up from the river, surmount- 
ed behind by the lofty ernbling peaks of a 
range of mountains beyond, the rugged, 
sharp outlines of which were softened by a 
growth of shrubs that, illuminated by the 
silvery light of a setting sun, renderéd 
conspicuous ihe gloomy darkness of the 
gorge below. ‘The widow's road afforded 
& picturesque walk, the next morning, to 

han, ahead of the boat. The mount- 
aineers had done their best to destrey it 
where crossing the softer parts of the 
mountains, by partially incorporating it 
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into their poor steep little yam field: 
rocky precipitous parts were, however, safe 
against all encroachments, though had it 
been a few feet wider they would no doubt 
have converted itinto!terrace fields by serap- 
ig a little of the debris of the rock together, 
and burning it with a lot of grass, the 
usual means adopted fur clothing the rocks 
il, On arrival in the afternoon 
opposite Wushan, 2 ferry-boat tovk me, 
across the river. One of the passengers 
presented me with some persimmons, and 
would not hear of payment. A return 
compliment of a cigar threw him, however, 
into an ecstasy of delight. ‘Lhe other pas- 
sengers wanted him to light up at onco 
and pass it round, but he rebuked them 
with the words that a present given in 
such kindly spirit could not be so lightly 
treated. “He allowed them to see and 
smell it only, and said the smoking would 
take place in solemn family conclave at 
Another silent retiring looking 
passenger was awakened into conversation 
hy receiving a dangerous blow across the 
eyes from a boat hook, the only apology 
hie.appeared to get being that of the boat- 
man pointing to a heap of raw pork, an 
application of a piece of which he allowed 
to be inferred would be a good remedy. As 
a diversion to his troubled appearance, I 
addressed him in the Chinese complimen- 
tary terms of asking him where he was 
going and on what business, and elicited 
that he was crossing over to see the 
nagistrate abouc a highway robbery that 
had been effected upon him and his 
friend by six men, on the road that 
{had arrived by. “Chey were made to 
part with all their cash and goods, 
and given only a beating in return, 
‘Tho mandarins had, however, been very 
sharp, having apprehended four-of their 
men, restored the stolen property and 
being in hopes of catching the other (wo 
in afew days; and all this without any 
disbursement on his part, A xvod natured 
crowd of people escorted me over the city, 
pointingoutanother mark of (he 1870 Floo\ 
in the Yamen at the top of the wall whi 
had been washed away, and was now being 
re-built, I was also shown a little river 
which communicates for small Loxts a long 
way inland, and forms an outlet to sume 
neighbouring salt mines, ‘the Wa-shan 
or Magiciau’s hill, which, forming the end 
of arange of mountains, stood opposite 
like a pyramid rising alone from the water. 
On desiring to be siewn the antiq 
of the place, they led me along way into 







































































the city to an ancient fountain, “1 saw 
that there was a tank with two  spoute 
wishing forth clear water into it, and 





afterwards learued that T ought to have 
dashed water on to a polished black slab 
of stor 


at the back, and allowed my 
nance to be reflected on it. Not 
thinking mach of the antiquities of the 
place, however, I elfected « retreat and 
hired a sampan to take me several miles 
back to the boat which, as usual, had met 
with a few contretemps, and not arrived 
at Wu-shan, On the’ way down the 
tracking line of a small cargo bost broke, 
leaving all her crew but three on the point 
of a rock from which there was no exress 























except by water. As it was getting dark 
and their boat had drifted about two 
miles down on to the opposite shore, 





I ordered my boat-men to cui and 
ck them up, but was much annoyed to 
find that during the clamour of words 
between the two parties my :nen, who to 
get tho last cash stood out from shore as a 
threat, were suddenly caught by the current 
and carried past without possibility of 
reiurning unless by crossing the river 












below, and re-crossing it again ‘the 
rueful looking faces of n left 
behind in the dark made me angry 





with the boatman, who would not under- 
stand that he to look tu me for 
payment, and I tovk revenge by paying 
him as a Chinaman would instead of asa 











foreigner usually does. ‘The next morning 
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fa fair breeze helped us on to Wushan, 
On the way, the trath that necessity is the 
mother of invention was pleasantly exem- 
plified by our tow line breaking at a nasty 
place. “The taickoong, to dodge the 
the rocks and eddies, swept us into the full 
force of a current, the set of which quickly 
enrried ns into a back water runing along 
the wall like, pathless, cliff on the other 
side, At the end of this our impetus 
dus rolling and creaking through the 
whirls and eddies of the counter-current, 
the set of which soon carried us again to 
a backwater on our old side at the lead of 
a fleet of junks that before had been 
delaying our progress. ‘The taikoong was 
very much pleased with this little speci- 
men of seamanship, which necessity had 
compelled him to adopt, aud pointed tri- 
umphantly to the boats’ behind adopting 
the new course he had shaped ont, Fur- 
ther on at a rapid a sudden eddy carried us 
athwart the current or, as the Chinese call 
it, we made a spread. ' A very strong tow- 
line was out which, though lowered even 
with the deck, caused us to heel ovenin 
such au alarming manner into the surging 
water, that the captain, although Joath to 
sacrifico his time, was driven at last to 
igsue the word for the upraised hatchet to 
give the severing blow. We swept down 
winging about in the eddying water and in 
afew moments lost thehard-carned progress 
of hours, Further ona very formidable 
rapid appeared in view, the water drop- 
ping solidly a few fect and breaking up 
over a sunken reef into a surging eauldron 
below. It was dusk and village help not 
obtainable ; we therefure mustered cooks 
and boys, and, borrowing the erew of an 
iother small boat, made the start. By creep- 
ng in shore, we avoided at first the un- 
pleasant parts but were compelled after- 
wards to launch out, and hung in suspense 
a long time over the eddies below which 
would undoubtedly have sentourempty top- 
heavy boat rollingover hada breskage to the 
Tine afforded us nearer acquaintance with it, 
Our trackers were spurred on by drum, 
gun and gong, and. at last we succeeded in 
gaining the top of the fall. ‘The contenances 
of all ony crew had betrayed tho real 
danger of the position, and the old lady 
who had sent her family on shore to walk 
ast the dangers gave vent to relief of mind 
yy exclamations of Ami-to-fah, while we 
passengers enjoyed acessation from imensy. 
excitement which the critical position had 
kept so long painfully on the stretch. The 
rapid ought not to have been crossed, but 
our failure at the ond on the other side 
hind, by sending us across the River, driven 
us to adoptit. An extra amount of crackers 
was let off in the evening, and at nig) 
ere lulled to sleep by ‘the noise of the 
raging water below. ‘The next di 
entered the Fengsiang or Biliow 
the overhanging mountains of wh 
their caves and ledges of rocks, availed 
of as roofs to houses, were very 
impressive but particularly so to us, 
whom accidents drove back ‘three times to 
engrave the scene on our memory, Huge 
masses of limestone blackened and distorted 
hy having once been in a molten state, 
jutted out into the stream and formed ob: 
jects grand to survey but very difficult to 
get round, Our boat had however once pro- 
gressed as far as a cliff like wall near the 
upper entrance, aud nearly the last of a 
few short ledges had been attained by our 
trackers and the woopan when the unfor- 
tunate line again broke. Another retro 
gressive journey —simultanes 
inenced, Dut we soon mana 
‘abackiwater, and succeeded in hooking on 
to the cliff by a crevice, the top of our 
anast at the time touching the overhanging 
rock, while a tree jutting ont above cast 
additional shade over-the scene, and a 
hed of maiden hair fern, distilling down 
showers of clean drops of water, completed 
the coolness of the position. We were 
here pointed out a row of square holes 
running up the vertical cliff, which legend 










































































states were made use of by a spy to climb 
the rocks with at night to visit a camp 
abore. Opposite was to be seen the high 
road, or more properly path, to mountains 
above, but which was apparently arrested 
by a smooth perpendicular cliff. By being 
now brought, however, exactly opposite a 
narrow fissure in the mountain, we saw 
that flights of rough steep steps cut into 
the solid rock earried it to the top of the 
mountain, and thence inland. Another 
contretemps driving us to the opposite side 
forded an opportunity to ascend this 
curious road. It was very rough, almost 
precipitous, chains being suspended from 
the rocks ‘nt some places to assist the 
passenger in pulling himself up. To me, 
whom irregular broken down steps afforded 
in imagination but such a slender 
boundary betweeen the precipices below, 
it was more crawling than walking, 
and Inoticed with » feeling of amuse- 
ment the native passengers stepping 
from stone to stone quite uncon 
cemedly, and fres from that unplea- 
sant creeping feeling which habit in their 
case hud dispelled, but which in mine 
no argument of common sense would re- 
move. Our last mishap in this Gorge 
afforded a curious specimen of the unsta- 
ble nature of the eddies and_ sets of the 
current. We were carried ri 
the River, and ‘driven between two rocks, 
to which, awaiting the arrival of 
more men, we succeeded by two of our 
hands jumping overboard, ‘in obtaining 
temporary mooring by twisting the cables 
round projections and keeping — them 
pressed down by the feet. Presently such 
a volume of water came rushing past the 
contrary way as almost to form arapid, and 
tonearly submerge the two rocks to which 
we were moored. Again in a few moments 
a water current set in and we were carried 
flying past our mooring ground, happil 

into the quiet water of a bay. Our arrival 
at Quei-chow foo was at last effected, and 
we had struggled through, in sixteen days, 
that wonderful chain of Gorges, the channel 
through which, 100 miles long, had 
miraculous manner been formed ; 
over half a mile wide, often only one- 
seventh, and yet, with hardly an opening 
in the mass of mountains around, it main- 
tains an almost undeviating’ westerly 
course throughout ils length. We had 
passed one of a number of boats, all strug- 
gling on through the same difficulties and 
mish: as ourselves, towards the common 
destination, Chungking. Several had been 
wrecked before our eyes, whilst the sight 
of tents and drying cargo on the rocks be- 
came a scene too common to comment 
upon, We had not, perhaps, been fortn- 
nate in our time of year for ascending, the 
winter and early spring being the best ; but 
jence was hardly conducive to- 
ng confidence to the mind of a 
shipper of goods. As an experiment to- 
wards opening up the transit pass system to 
Szechuen, and thereby benefitting the trade 
of Hankow, my firm had sent up several 
trial consignments of goods to Chungking. 
My experience of the progress of three of 
these, shipped in three different junks, 
and leaving Hankow a fortnight before we 
did, was, that we passed one at Ichang, 
delayed by the difficulty of obtaining extra 
men ; the second day out in the Gorg 

my attention was drawn to the picturesque 
appearance of my hong flag, bravely flying 
at the stem of a junk; but] had not been 
watching her for more than a few minutes, 
when her tow-line suddenly broke, and she 
went flying past us down the Gorge, a 
slight tien in the river preventing us from 
seeing whether she reached the shore safely 
or not. The third one met with a more 
melancholy fate. On. approaching the 
Meetang Gorge we descried in the distance, 
atthe Hung-ai Rapid, a junk half under 
water, a tent erected out of the sail 
shore, and the sandbanks and hills arot 
decorated with the long, narrow, white 
slips that Manchester goods assume, when 
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spread out in the distance. In the midst 
of all, a bamboo stuck in the ground carried 
proudly the Hong flag. ‘The large erew 
of about 70 men were assisting in getting 
out the remander of the cargo, and villagers 
were carrying away the packages to open, 
spread out their contents, sd repack 
them when dried at the rate of 500 cash 
per 25 to 33 pieces. The supercargo in 
charge had written to Ichany for another 
boat and cash to pay the villagers with, 
and knowing that everything that could be 
donehad been done, we continued our jour 
ney, rejoicing in the fact that, the Upper 
‘Yangisze custom with regard toshipwrecked 
property, thanks perhaps to the strength 
of the boat’s crews, was not the same as the 
stealing one below. Drying goods was one 
of the sources of livelihood to the village 

each one held himself responsible for his 
respective bale, while the Joss Houso 
formed « convenient warehouse for the 
goods when dried and awaiting shipment, 
Tt was, however, fortunate to haye had a 
village and drying ground near. Slightly 
damaged cotton goods sell in Changking, 
as in Shanghai often at better rates thas 
sound, so that the consequences in this ease 
were not serious, except to the owner of the 


junk,
